Willkie Praises Northwest 
at 40th Anniversary Meeting 


A tribute to the canning industry 
of the Northwest was voiced this week 
by N. C. A. Vice President E. E. Willkie 
at the annual convention marking the 
40th anniversary of the Northwest 
Canners Association. 


Mr. Willkie noted, in a principal 
address, that canners in the North- 
west produce almost 30 million cases 
of canned foods each year, and that 
these find markets everywhere. 


He said that in 1914, when the 
Northwest canners formed their re- 
gional association, the total pack of 
canned fruits, vegetables, and ber- 
ries in the Northwest was less than a 
million cases, with only 200,000 in 
Oregon. 

Mr. Willkie said that the canning 
industry of the Northwest had brought 
about the phenomenal use of Bartlett 
pears, the introduction of a vast new 
production area for green peas and 
accomplishments with Blue Lake 
beans. 


Grades for Canned Peas 


Notice is given in the Federal Reg- 
ister of January 1 that the Agricul- 
tural Marketing Service, USDA, pro- 
poses to revise the U. S. standards for 
grades of canned peas. 

The proposed revision includes defi- 
nitions for a single pea size and a 
mixture or blend of pea sizes. 

Other proposed changes relate to 
maturity and tenderness requirements, 
the factors of liquor and color, and 
defects. 


Interested persons may submit writ- 
ten data, views, or arguments on the 
proposed standards for 60 days fol- 
lowing the date of publication of the 
notice.

N.C.A. Reaffirms Industry Support 


of Military Procurement Program 


N.C.A. has written to the Secretary of Defense and to the Quar- 
termaster General of the Army to state again the industry’s sup- 
port of the canned food procurement program operated by the QMC 
and to recommend that it be continued. 


In separate letters, N.C.A. said the 
canning industry favors the QMC buy- 
ing program that has been in effect 
the last three years. 

Following is the text of the letter to 
Secretary Wilson: 

“As the national representative of 
the food canning industry, it is a 
pleasure for the National Canners 
Association to advise you that it is the 
judgment of the industry that the 
military canned food procurement pro- 
gram of the Quartermaster General 
has delivered to the members of the 
armed forces the best in food at the 
least in cost. 


“The industry adopted the following 
resolution at its annual convention 
last February: 


“ ‘Effective government procurement 
of canned foods—on which our armed 
forces are so vitally dependent 
should be grounded on governmental 
recognition of certain principles. An 
equitable sharing of the responsibility 
for military supply among all mem- 
bers of the industry is a desirable 
element of a fair program. Precure- 
ment procedures should be impressed 
with the principle of maximum con- 
formity to the commercial buying and 
selling practices normally prevailing 
in the industry. There should be equal 
and non-conflicting application of the 
national labor laws to both civil and 
military production. All procurement 
procedures should embrace a con- 
sistency of pattern and a continuity of 
operation sufficient to permit a ready 
transition to periods of greater or 
lesser military need. Legislative en- 
actments and administrative regula- 
tions which fail to accord full recogni- 
tion to these principles constitute im- 
pediments to the efficient fulfillment 
by the canning industry of its mani- 
fest obligation to the defense needs 
of the nation.“ 


“The canned food procurement pro- 
gram of the Quartermaster General 
has conformed to the principles of this 
resolution and the industry recom- 
mends that it be continued this com- 
ing year. Experience gained during 
World War II and during the past 
three years amply certifies to the ne- 
cessity of the present type program 
so long as international conditions de- 
mand that this nation maintain a state 
of partial mobilization and a relatively 
large military force.” 


In its letter to Maj. Gen. K. I. 
Hastings, acting Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, N. C. A. said in part: 


“It is a pleasure to inform you that 
it is the judgment of the canning in- 
dustry that the canned food procure- 
ment program of the past three years 
has conformed to basic principles of 
efficient government operation; there 
has been a maximum conformity with 
commercial buying and selling prac- 
tices; generally there has been equal 
and non-conflicting application of the 
national labor laws; there has been 
an equitable sharing of the respon- 
sibility of supplying the armed forces 
throughout the industry; and the pro- 
gram has embraced a consistency of 
pattern and continuity of operation 
sufficient to permit a ready transition

Farm Equipment in 1954 


Results of study of reports of farm 
equipment manufacturers, announced 
this week by the U. S. Department of 
Commerce, indicate that the industry 
expects very little decline in 1954 vol- 
ume of business under the 1953 total. 

The Department said the nine prin- 
cipal manufacturers of farm equip- 
ment reported total farm equipment 
production in 1953 approximately 7 
percent below the 1952 level, the de- 
crease being due in part to the pro- 
tracted drought in many states. It 
was pointed out that farm equipment 
sales volume traditionally parallels 
closely the farm cash income. 

It is expected that 1954 prices for 
farm equipment will remain un- 
changed except for minor variations.

British Token Import Plan 


The British Token Import Plan will 
be extended through 1954, but new 
procedures and regulations will be 
established for operation of the plan, 
it is announced by the Bureau of For- 
eign Commerce, U. S. Department of 
Commerce. 

The British Token Import Plan, 
established with the United States in 
1946, enables eligible U. S. manu- 
facturers or their agents to export to 
the United Kingdom token shipments 
of specified commodities whose impor- 
tation from dollar sources is generally 
prohibited by the British government. 

BFC said that the new procedures 
for 1954 are being worked out with 
the British Board of Trade and that 
the list of approved commodities re- 
mains the same as that for 1953.
